THE GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION 

The current investigation by a special Grand Jury of al- 
leged gambling, illegal sales of whiskey, and other lawless- 
ness in Virginia Beach and Princess Anne County finds the 
complacency of the citizens and the brazenness of the oper- 
ators of the other-side-of-the-law establishments working 

overtime. 

Since they had existed unmolested for so long, it is un- 
derstandable that the operators of these nip joints, gambling 
rooms, and bookie shops wanted to make a little hay while 
the sun shone— that is, over the long Fourth of July holiday. 

Nevertheless, it is surprising that so many were wide op- 
en in spite of the Grand Jury hearings. Although we pass on 
second-hand information at this point, since our sources have 
become nearly as unwelcome in the joints as we, it is from re- 
liable witnesses that we report that one of the large supper 
clubs was playing to a full house, with the gambling doors 
wide open ; that, even though one of the alleged bookie esteb- 
lishments had installed a ping-pong table to further their 
claim to being a "sports club," the proprietors were sa»d to 
be still not averse to taking a bet; that another place on 17th 
Street was doing a thriving business in packaged bottle goods, 
and we don't mean Coca-Colas. And so it goes— 

The Results 

We have great hopes for the results of the Grand Jury's 

deliberations. , . , , , xi. i*- - 

Not all of the evidence ia yet m, and few of the citizens 
of the community have voluntarily come forward to give evi- 
dence that will clean up what is at best an extremely unwhole-

However, there has been a parade of testimony that 
should accomplish something in proving to the Grand Jury 
that the Town and County are not innocent of the charges 
levelled; that in reality there does exist the whole gamut of 
lawlessness which results where law is ignored. 

Because of the ramifications of connivance, whether due 
to deliberate turning of backs or actual involvement, evidence 
to convict some of the places will be most difficult to procure ; 
on the other hand, the more flagrant violators have played 
into the hands of law enforcement by th very brazenness of 
their activities. . ^ . - xv 

We are proud to have been able to appear before the 
Grand Jury and to give them what evidence we have been 
able to ^ther. The gentlemen of the Grand Jury realize that 
it is in the line of their duty to follow the leads thus given, 
to ferret out, no matter how long it takes, the true meaning 
of the evidence given them. They realize, too, that it is not 
the province of the individual citizen appearing before them 
to give them absolute proof based on individual investigative 
procedure— to give them time and date of violations. 

For information (which should have led to an investiga- 
tion in the Town and County, had not Judge Kellam called 
the Grand Jury) the court records of recent cases brought up 
before the Circuit Court, or pending hearing, have only to be 
perused. There one will find substantial proof that all of the 

allegations are true. . ^, , xu 

The Piney Point robbery, the slaying at Giro s, the mur- 
der at the Checkerboard for which Alex Tolakis was tried and 
freed, a suit brought against the alleged operators of the 227 
Club of Virginia Beach to recover gambling losses, the raids 
and fines levied in the March raids on the Club 58, Woody's, 
Dees, and others, and testimony in other cases in which the 
names of the clubs appear time and time again, all of these 
point definitely that the conditions alleged do exist. 

THE GLORIOUS FOURTH 

The four days of the Fourth of July holidays took on a 
rosy glow for all of the merchants, restauranteurs, and hotel 
operators at Virginia Beach this year. Not only was the 
vireather superb, but all of the elements which go into making 
a grand and glorious Fourth seemed to conspire for the good 
of the people of Virginia Beach. 

The traffic was heavy, but there was no serious traffic 
accident; the buses were crowded to capacity, but, exerting 
a superhuman effort, handled the crowds with aplomb; there 
virere hundreds and hundreds of youngsters filled to overflow- 
ing with the exuberance of youth, but no undue rowdyism; 
there were thousands of children, but not one was lost or 
strayed ; the waters of the Atlantic, turning in a perfect per- 
formance for good swimming conditions, claimed not one life. 

It was a wonderful Fourth.

Battle by J. Dewey 
Dnsett, general manager of the 
Association of Casualty and Sure- 
ty Conpanies, in New York, of- 
ficially tranaaaltting a strongly 
wimled resolution which was 
adopted by the executive commit- 
tee of that org anizatltm. aw)eal- 
ii« to all of the states, munici- 
palities and counties in the coun- 
try to enforce laws governing mo- 
,tor vehicle speeds and driving 
while uirfer the influence of liquor. 

Declaring that speeding and the 
use of alcolMriic beverages are the 
primary causes of highway acci- 
dents, the resolution cites the Na- 
tional Safety Council as authority 
for the statement that deaths due 
to motor vehicle accidents rose 11 
per cent during tne fhrst four 
months of this year over the cor- 
responding period in 1949. It fur- 
ther pointed out that two-thirds 
of all such fatalities occurred on 
rural highways, where excessive 
speeds are far easier than in 
crowded streets.

The best 
form of we^hted fly has a split 
t^ or other metal ball clamped 
on the head of the fly In the mak- 
ing. Others are weighted in the 
body. A fly not prewelghted can 
be fixed by winding the long shank 
of the ho<A with strip lead. 

Yet a fly, no matter how it is 
weighted, will plane to the surface 
with the line and leader when it 
is under tension across or against 
the current. The way it is handled 
in the water makes the difference 
claims fly fishing expert Dan Hol- 
land. 

For instance, when the, fly is 
ca.st across current, it should b*^

Virginia has advanced rapidly 
in recent years as a meat process- 
ing state, with hogs making up 
the bulk of the slaughter, says 
George Herring, animal husband- 
man at V. P. I. 

The upward trend is expected 
to continue because of increased 
slaughtering facilities. 

Herring points out that Virginia 
is exceeded only by Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, and Texas among the 14 
southern states ^n the slaughter 
of hogs. 

In 1949 there were 889.000 hogi 
slaughtered in Virginia, excluding 
those slaughtered on farms. The 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
however, reports marketings of 
only about 525.000 head of Vir- 
ginia hogs. Virginia, therefore, 
produced for market less than 60 
per cent as many hogs as were 
processed. Most of the hogs that 
were brought into the state for 
cprocessing came from nearby 
states to the South, although some 
came from the corn belt states. 

As for other meat animals — 
plants in Virginia slaughtered 88,- 
200 cattle and 132,500 calves last 
year. The average weight of cat- 
tle was 890 pounds, and of calves. 
200 pounds. Sheep and lamb 
slaughter is light in Virginia with 

only 18.200 head slaughteredx at 
I an average weight of 88 pounds.

Control Poison Ivy 
With Chemicals 

Either 2,4-D or Ammate will kill 
the troublesome poison ivy, says 
John M. Amos, associate plant 
pathologist at V. P. I. 

Use 2.4-D as directed on the 
container. Use Ammate at the 
rate of 12 ounces in a gallon of 
water. Spray the plant until the 
foliage is wet. Within about a 
week the leaves will die and the 
plant will appear dead: but some- 
times regrowth takes place and a 
second treatment la necessary. 

Detailed instructions for con- 
trolling pobon Ivy, poison oak and 
poison sumac are available in 
Farmers' Bulletin 1972. Write the 
Agricultural Extension Service, V.

How 
many at Virginia Beach? 

to many, this should be our own 
obituary. It is not, nor is it defeat, 
ftor surrender. We have the 
courage of our convictions and 
until our convictions have proved 
wrong or tHe immunity of the 
Fourth Estate is threatened, we 
shall not write our own obituary. 

The burden we shall bear;

This body has no part in sitting 
upon the trial of the Indicted and 
prosecuting for his conviction. 
This last Is the responsibility of 
the people's counsel— yours and 
mine— the Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney, retained by us at an annual 
fee of around $6,000.00. Re Is 
pledged, after receiving the indict- 
ment, to use every legitimate 
means to obtain and truly pre- 
sent to the Court all relevant ad- 
missible evidence to the end that 
Justice be meted under the laws 
of the Commonwealth. If less Is 
done, he has not properly earned 
his fee, and worse, he has breach- 
ed his oath of dfflCe.

These last two facts should move that there was behind the le- 
IXRts which imiinpted the calling of the grand Jury a solid basis of 
truth, althoi4ih the indtotments brought by the Jurors have not yet 
been tried in court. 

l^ow, let us namlne a second statsment, which we believe to be 
Irrefutable. 

It Is the duty of each eltiaen to uphold the law, and stHve to ren- 
der to his conuntmlty and Its laws the saOM alleglanoe in the way of 
truthfutaiess and honor as he does to his immediate family and f rtends. 

Now CMnes the aftermath of a desire to see that law and order 
emerge victorious over greed and power hunger: 

1. One man who tesUfled was aSlted to give up certain privileges 
at one of the country clubs. 

a. A second found that on Monday following the grand Jury's re- 
port he had lost In the neighborhood of as accounts for his product. 
The driver of his delivery trucli was threatened, and fearing for his 
personal safety, asked to be transferred to other territory. Now this 
man. so far as our knowledge goes, did not have his name affixed 
) by the Ccmunoi^^th's Attorney to a single one of the 40 indict- 
ments broughti ^prefore, whatever he had to say nanalns a mys- 
tery (It says hetelT: The nature of his testimony, whether deragatory. 
w full of praise, Is the property of the members of the grand Jury, 
and the grand Jury only. Yet smnehow, those as eusfamiers were told 
"hands off to his product." Re had the effrontery, it seems, to be 
unafraid to tell the truth. 

8. A membership organisation made up of representative men in 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne County was adced to transfer its 
supper meetings elsewhere than the American Legion Club because 
one of Its m^nbers was objectionable to the club. This man had, it 
seraied, been subpoenaed and had taken sertoudy his oath to "teU 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth." This man is 
also a veteran of the War, and hence eligible for membership in the 
American Legion dub. 

Are these enough ekamples of the kind of reprisals being made 
against those who testified before the grand jury? There are others. 

The grand Jury made much of the fact that none came forward 
yoluntarlly to testify. A local newspaper also plinyed up that fact 
loudly.
